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Sun Applies for "Nonhazardous" Well Permit

The United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), Region 5 of- 
fice, has announced that it plans to 
issue Sun Pipeline a permit for the con- 
struction and operation of a Class | 
nonhazardous-waste disposal well at 
the company's Inkster Terminal Facility 
in Romulus. The well will be used to 
dispose of brine that is produced when 
underground salt deposits are dissolved 
to open up caverns for the storage of 
liquid petroleum gases. 

The proposed site is southwest of 
the Ecorse Road/Inkster Road inter- 
section, less than a mile from the al- 
ready approved Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) hazardous-waste well 
on Citrin Drive. 

Although operation of both the EDS 
and Sun wells will involve injecting 
wastes into porous rock formations that 
are separated from underground 
sources of drinking water (USDW) by 
thousands of feet of basically imperme- 
able rock, there are major differences 
between the two. 


"While the requirements for a Class 
| nonhazardous well are stringent, they 
are not as strict as those for a hazard- 
ous-waste well," said Valerie Jones, 
Chief of EPA Region 5's Underground 
Injection Control program. “That's be- 
cause, in the highly unlikely event of a 
leak, the contamination that would re- 
sult from a nonhazardous well would 
not be as detrimental." 

Olivia Summons, company spokes- 
person, said that Sun Pipeline will do 
nothing to put its license or permit at 
risk, 

"We take responsibility for sound 
environmental stewardship with respect 
to these [types of] wells and all that the 
company does in the environmental 
arena," she stated. 

According to Summons, Sun's Ro- 
mulus well will be drilled to a depth of 
approximately 3,900 feet (as opposed 
to the EDS well, which will be about 
1,000 feet deeper), and will be cased 
and cemented to prevent the move- 
ment of fluids into any USDW. Testing of 
the injected fluids is to be performed on 


a regular basis. Test results will be sent 
to the EPA Region 5 office in Chicago, 
as will all other reports required by the 
permit. 

"Sun Pipeline has no intention of 
disposing of anything but brine,” Sum- 
mons explained. “The salt water Is not 
contaminated. The injection of any haz- 
ardous fluid is prohibited by the permit. 
Our permit does not allow us to inject 
hazardous liquids.” 

Romulus Mayor William M. Oakley 
said that the City has not adopted an 
official position with regard to Sun 
Pipeline's proposed disposal well. 

“Itreally hasn't been discussed, "he 
stated. 

Still, one potentially sticky issue is 
that of “waste migration" — the horizon- 
tal movement of waste fluids. 

In a letter that Oakley recently sent 
to people who own property in the vicin- 
ity of the EDS Citrin Drive site, he stated, 
“Experts predict that the fluids injected 
into [the EDS] well will gravitate away 
from the end of the injection pipe hori-

zontally and grow in diameter in much 
the same way a puddle would grow in 
size. The result of this would be that 
these compounds, even though hun- 
dreds of feet below the surface, would 
eventually cross property lines and find 
their way to your property, without your 
permission or authorization. 

"The City of Romulus is investigat- 
ing this to determine whether it is legally 
similar to trespassing. If it is, and you 
have not given permission, that may be 
grounds to halt their construction." 

since the wastes injected into Sun 
Pipeline's well would migrate in the same 
fashion, they have the same potential 
for "trespassing." 

When asked whether a similar let- 
ter will be sent to owners of property 
near the Sun Pipeline site, Oakley re- 
plied that, based on his current under- 
Standing of the situation, he probably 
wouldn't initiate such a letter on his own. 
Whether or not the City will eventually 


adopt a position in opposition to the Sun 
well due to trespassing issues —or other 
environmental concerns — remains to 
be seen.
